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Mild at first; cool spring, hot summer; dry. 


January was wet, windy and very mild. Many places escaped snow altogether 
and falls in northern districts were often followed by rapid thaws. The 
weather changed quite suddenly at the beginning of February and became dry 
and much less windy. Fog often formed and freezing fog occurred at times, 

but the month was generally mild, though not so markedly as in January. 
Snowfall was well below average. After the first week, March became much 
colder. It was dry and sunny in the north, but wet elsewhere and there were 
gales in southern districts on the 20th. Showers of snow or sleet fell 

around mid month and in the last week. The cold northerly airstream continued 
into April and there were biizzards in Scotland. After the 10th it was 

generally milder with rain at times and fog on coasts and hills. The 
persistence of north-easterly winds in May, however, brought cool conditions 
to all areas. Western and northern districts were very dry and sunny, but 
eastern England was rather wet June started cold, with snow and heavy rain 
in places and gales in the north; snow and sleet showers even spread as 

far south as the London area, a most unusual event for June. By the end of 

the first week, however, the weather changed abruptly: it became dry, sunny 
and very warm and continued like this, except for a few cooler, showery 
intervals, through the first week of July. During the next two weeks, heavy 
rain and thunderstorms occurred. Sunny and very warm weather then returned 
and during the first fortnight of August it was often very hot; thunderstorms 
were fairly frequent and north-west London experienced an exceptionally 
severe storm on the 14th. The rest of August was cooler and September was 
cool, often windy, and wet The remaining months were rather changeable, 
although rainfall amounts were generally below normai. As in the early 
months of the year snow and sleet occurred less frequently than usual, but 
fog was sometimes persistent and occasionally freezing. December was often 
mild, particularly in the north, and the frequency of gales increased in 
Scotland. 


WEATHER 


January - The most notable feature of the month’s weather was its 
unusual mildness. It was also wet, particularly in Scotland, and was often 
windy. Whirlwinds and a tornado were reported in the Midlands. 


February - The month was generally mild and dry and although some 

snow or sleet fell around mid month, many places had no snow at all. Winds 
were often light and fog occurred frequently, sometimes persisting all day. 
Some places in the north of Scotland were very sunny. 


March - After a mild start, it became cooler and much of England, 
particularly the south-east, was wet. Showers of snow or sleet occurred 
mainly around mid month and over the Easter period (28-31 March). 


April - The first 10 days were cold with wintry showers, and orchards, 

which had blossomed early because of the mild winter, were damaged by frost. 
There were blizzards in Scotland. Temperatures then rose; most districts 

had rain at times until about the 22nd and hill fog and coastal fog were 

fairly frequently reported. It became cooler at the end of the month, with 
wintry showers. 


May - Persistent north-easterly winds brought cool conditions to all 

areas. Eastern England was rather wet, but western and northern districts 
were sunny and very dry. A little snow fell in the north and on Dartmoor 
and large hailstones were observed on the 23rd during thunderstorms in 
Devon. 


June - The month started cold, with heavy rain in places and gales 
and snow in the north. Scattered showers of snow or sleet spread as far 
south as the London area on the 2nd. Within a few days most districts had 


become dry, sunny and very warm. Cooler, showery weather, with thunderstorms 


at times, later alternated with warm, sunny spells and some districts were 
very dry. 


July - The first week was mainly dry, warm and sunny. Thunderstorms, 
which were reported in many places in the second and third weeks, were 
particularly violent in northern and eastern England and the Midlands and 
were accompanied by squalls and large hail. Many districts became very 
warm towards the end of the month and it was hot in places. 


August - Sunny and often very hot weather persisted throughout the 

first fortnight, although thunderstorms occurred fairly frequently. In 

the Midlands a tornado on the 5th and a whirlwind on the 8th were both 
associated with thunderstorms and an unusually severe storm struck north- 
west London on the evening of the 14th. The latter part of the month was 
generally cooler, although some southern districts were dry and sunny in 
the last week. Coastal fog was sometimes persistent in the north and along 
eastern shores. 


September - The month began dry and warm, but changeable weather from 
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the north gradually spread to all areas. Heavy rain and gales swept 

across the south on the 13th/14th and the north and west were often wet 
and windy, but there were also brighter, showery days. Rain and gales 
reached most areas on the 27th and heavy falls of snow were reported in 
the Cairngorms. 


October - Rain or showers alternated with sunny days and there were 

gales in the north. It was cold in many districts between the 10th and the 
13th. The second half of the month was particularly foggy in the eastern 

half of England, where it also became mainly dry. Snow was seldom reported, 
even in the north. 


November - The weather was changeable, but although rain fell in all 
districts at times, this was generally most persistent in the west and 

north, where there were gales. Long sunny periods occurred during the 
month, however, but fog was sometimes widespread and slow to clear in 
central and eastern England. Snow and sleet showers were mainly confined 
to northern districts. 


December - Heavy rain and gales soon dispersed fog in central and 

eastern England. It then became generally dry, although rain occasionally 
reached most areas. The coldest weather was around mid month and freezing 
fog in parts of southern England on the 15th and 16th kept temperatures 

near 0 °C all day. Showers of snow and sleet again fell mainly in the 

north and on high ground. Milder conditions became fairly general from the 
19th. 


WIND 


Except in some coastal districts, gale frequencies for the year were 

generally near or below average. January was, however, a windy month and 
gales, which were severe at times, were often reported, particularly on 
northern and western coasts. Shipping ran aground and lives were lost on 
several occasions. A gust of 96 kt was recorded at the high-level station 

at Snaefell (Isle of Man) on the 22nd. Widespread gales swept across 
England, Wales and southern Scotland on the 25th and renewed gales affected 
southern England on the 27th. Winds were lighter in February and March, 
but there were a few local gales. On 20 March cross-channel ferry services 
were affected by rough weather, a 15-metre stretch of sea wall collapsed at 
Lowestoft (Suffolk) after being pounded by heavy seas, and a man was killed 
at Rochford (Essex) when his moped was blown into the path of a car. Gales 
occurred in northern districts from the 7th to the 9th of April and high 

winds were reported during blizzards which swept the Cairngorms on the 8th, 
but the rest of the month was less windy. Gales occasionally occurred on 
exposed coasts in May and affected southern districts on the 7th, whena 

tree was blown on to a double-decker bus near Corsham (Wiltshire), killing 
the driver. Winds were mostly light or moderate in June and July, but were 
fresh or strong at times on coasts. Gales were sometimes reported in both 
these months and on 2 June Benbecula in the Outer Hebrides recorded a gust 
of 70 kt. Winds were frequently light throughout August, although they were 
gusty near thunderstorms. After the first week, September was often windy. 
On the 13th/14th gales swept across southern counties, causing loss of life 
when a converted lifeboat on a fishing trip foundered in the Severn 

estuary. Gales became more frequent in the west and north from the 20th 
and almost all stations in England and Wales recorded their highest gust 

for the month on the 27th. On 2 October a gust of 84 kt was reported at the 
high-level station at Snaefell (Isle of Man) and Cairngorm in the Grampians 
recorded a gust of 74 kt on the 5th. Winds continued to be fresh or strong 

in the north and west, with gales at times on exposed coasts, during the 

rest of October and in November. December came in with a gale and most 
Stations in England and Wales had their maximum gust for the month on the 
1st. High winds affected shipping in the English Channel and six cross- 
channel ferries rode out the storm on the night of the 1st/2nd before 

entering port. Gales continued to blow round northern coasts during the next 
few days and were also reported around mid month and from the 21st onwards. 
Maximum gusts for the month in Scotland were mainly recorded on the 30th, 
when the wind gusted to 90 kt at the mountain station at Cairngorm 

(Highland Region). 


TEMPERATURE 


Except for a few coastal places, annual mean temperatures were above 
average in all districts. Mean values lay within the range from 0.0 to 

1.0 degC above the normal. January was very mild and February was also 
milder than usual. July was warm and it became very hot in August. December 
too was mild in most districts, but there were some cold months during 

the year. Temperatures were below average almost everywhere in March, May 
and September and in England and Wales in October and November also. 
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January - This was probably the mildest January in Scotland generally 
since 1916 and in England and Wales together since 1932. Monthly mean 
temperatures were 3 to 4 degC higher than average over most of England, 
where maxima exceeding 15 °C were recorded at several places on the 1 5th. 
In Scotland a temperature of 14.6 °C recorded at Aberdeen/Dyce Airport 

on the 5th was the highest January temperature measured there since at 
least 1950. 


February - Monthly mean temperatures continued to be above average, 
but not so markedly as in January, although the temperature rose to at 
least 12 °C somewhere in England and Wales on about half the days in the 
month. Ground frost occurred rather widely in Scotland away from coasts. 


March - Temperatures usually rise progressively during this month, 

but the end of March was generally colder than the beginning. The temperature 
reached 14.7 °C at Hadlow College (Kent) on the 4th, but the Easter period 

was cold and the highest temperature reported anywhere on Good Friday 
(28th) was only 9 °C. Ground frosts occurred frequently away from coasts, 
especially in Scotland. 


April - Monthly mean temperatures were within 1 degC of average almost 
everywhere. The first 10 days were cold, and orchards, which had blossomed 
early because of the mild winter, were damaged by frost. The lowest 
temperatures for the month were recorded in all districts during this period. 
The rest of April, except for the last few days, was mild: several places 
recorded temperatures of 23.1 °C in the fourth week and Armagh, with 

22.7 °C on the 25th, had its highest April temperature since 1940. 


May - This was a cool month, with mean temperatures below normal almost 
everywhere. There were a few warm days, but some cold nights. An unusually 
late air frost occurred on the night of the 30th/31st, when temperatures 
below -3 °C were reported at several places in England and Wales, and 
Carnwath (Strathclyde) recorded a temperature of -5.1 °C. 


June - Monthly mean temperatures were within 1 degC of average almost 
everywhere and were mainly above normal except in eastern coastal districts. 
After a cold start, it became very warm, with temperatures reaching 28.9 °C 
at Achnashellach (Highland Region) on the 9th and 30.0 °C at Southampton 
(Mayflower Park) on the 12th. Warm and cooler spells alternated during the 
rest of the month. 


July - Except in the extreme north, monthly mean temperatures were 

above average in all areas. Most districts had warm weather at some time 
during the month and in Northern Ireland it was the warmest July for 

20 years. Eastern, south-eastern and central England became very warm 
during the last week and a number of places recorded maxima of at least 

30 °C on the 30th, when the temperature reached 32.0 °C in Bromley (Greater 
London). 


August - The hot weather continued into August and a number of long- 
standing temperature records were broken: in Glasgow a maximum of 31.2 °C 
on the 4th was the highest in any month in composite records for the area 
going back to 1868. It became very hot in the Midlands and in East Anglia 

and southern England away from coasts, maximum temperatures between the 
3rd and the 8th quite frequently exceeding 33 °C. London/Heathrow Airport 
recorded 34.2 °C on the 8th, its highest August temperature since records 
began in 1946. Although the second half of the month was generally cooler, 
this was the warmest August in central England for over 300 years. 


September - Warm weather at the beginning of the month lasted into the 
second week in central, southern and eastern England. Temperatures exceeded 
24 °C at several places during this period and reached 24 °C in eastern 
Scotland on the 16th. September as a whole, however, was mainly cool, and 
mean temperatures for the month were below average almost everywhere. 
Temperatures were exceptionally low in southern England on the 14th: in 
London the maximum of 10 °C was the lowest for a September day since 
records began at the Weather Centre in 1940. 


October - Except in Northern Ireland and much of Scotland, where it was 
milder, monthly mean temperatures were mostly between 0 and 1 degC below 
average. The first and last weeks were the warmest generally and on the 

27th the temperature rose to 22.0 °C at Loggerheads (Clwyd). 


November - Monthly mean temperatures were within 1 degC of average 
almost everywhere. The highest temperature of the month was 16.7 °C at 
Aldenham (Hertfordshire) on the 1st, but many places recorded their 
maxima on the 15th or 19th. The nights of the 20th/21st and the 21st/22nd 
were very cold in some places, the temperature falling to -7.3 °C at 
Lagganlia (Highland Region) on the first occasion and to -7.1 °C at 

Aylesbury (Buckinghamshire) on the second. 


December - Central and northern districts were milder than southern 
counties and the temperature reached 14.4 °C at Banchory (Grampian Region) 
on the 5th. It became colder around mid month, temperatures falling below 
-8.0 °C at several places in the north on the night of the 12th/13th. The 

last third of the month was mild in most areas.

RAINFALL 


Annual rainfall totals (which include melted snow) edi from 100 to 

about 120 per cent of average in most of south-east England and parts of 
Essex and were a little above average in some places in north-west Scotland. 
Rainfall was less than average in all other areas, with totals generally 
between 70 and 95 per cent of the yearly normal. It was the fifth driest 

year of the century over England and Wales and the second driest over 
Northern Ireland: 1971, 1972 and 1973 were drier over Scotland Although 
January was very wet in Scotland, the combined February and March period 
there was the driest for many years. The May to August period was the 

driest in England since 1959, in Scotland since 1955 and in Northern 

Ireland since records began in 1910. Even more remarkable was the dryness 
of the months of October to December taken together; there has been no 
drier corresponding period since 1879 over England and Wales, since i 937 
over Scotland and since 1922 over Northern Ireland 


January - Except in some eastern areas in the shelter of high ground 

to the west, monthly rainfall was above average. In Scotland, where many 
places had more than twice their normal rainfall, it was the wettest 

January since 1928. On the ‘rainfall day’ of the 4th (the 24-hour period 

from 09 GMT) Camusrory (Highland Region) recorded 100.0 mm. Showers or 
periods of rain, often heavy, caused flooding in Wales and southern England 
in the latter part of the month. 


February - Rainfall totals were below average almost everywhere and 

it was the driest February generally since 1965. Many districts had less 
than half their usual rainfall and parts of north and north-east Scotland 
and the Borders were particularly dry with less than 25 per cent of 
average. Most of the month's rainfall occurred in the second and third 
weeks and, except for a fall of 51.8 mm at Coniston (Cumbria) on the 
‘rainfall day’ of the 16th, no falls exceeding 50 mm in a day were reported 
anywhere. 


March - Scotland had another dry month, but it was the wettest March 
over England and Wales since 1964. Only in some western and northern 
districts was rainfall below average. Many places had over twice their 
usual amount of rain and one or two places in Kent had over 300 per cent 
of the average. Widespread flooding was reported in eastern England and 
the Midlands on the 10th, but in spite of the copious rainfall in some 
districts, the only recorded ‘daily’ fall exceeding 50 mm was at Lower 
Standen (Kent) on the 19th. 


April - Although rainfall was below average in some widely separated 

areas, monthly totals were mainly above the normal. It was the wettest 

April generally since 1970 and some places in East Anglia and the Grampian 
Region had more than twice their usual rainfall. Gisla Power Station 
(Western Islands), where no rain was recorded in April 1974, had its 

wettest April since 1959. 


May - Much of eastern England and parts of south-eastern Scotland had 
above-average rainfall, but it was very dry in many western districts and 
in a broad belt across Scotland. Some places in northern parts of the 
United Kingdom recorded less than 20 per cent of their usual rainfall and 
Northern Ireland had its driest May this century. Heavy rain fell in 

some districts, however: 55.7 mm were recorded at Sheffield (Crookes 
Reservoir) in 4 hours 18 minutes on the 14th, a ‘noteworthy fall’, and 
there were floods in southern England and East Anglia a few days later. 


June - This month was dry in all areas. Almost all of Northern Ireland, 
Wales and England had less than 50 per cent of average and some districts 
had much less. No rain fell at all in parts of central southern and south- 


west England, although showers or thundery outbreaks affected many areas 
around mid month. 


July - Most districts had less than average rainfall, but monthly totals 
showed marked variations because of the thundery nature of the rain. Some 
places were seriously affected by the July storms, in which two men lost 

their lives, and property and crops were severely damaged. A fall of 31.5 








mm in 15 minutes at Wiseton, near East Retford (Nottinghamshire) on the 
14thawas one of several falls classified as ‘remarkable’ during the month 

and a ‘very rare fall’ of 156 mm was recorded at Honister Hawse, Borrowdale 
(Cumbria) in the 24 hours from 05 GMT on the 22nd. 


August - Rainfall was generally below average and acute water shortages 
continued in some districts. Parts of eastern England and East Anglia were 
very dry with less than 15 per cent of the normal rainfall in some piaces. 
Thunderstorms were reported fairly frequently during the first half of the 
month and on the 14th an intense thunderstorm occurred in north-west 
London. At Hampstead 170.8 mm of rain, most of which fell in 2% hours on 
the evening of the 14th, was measured in the 24 hours ending at O09 GMT 
on the 15th. This is the largest ‘daily’ rainfall ever recorded in the 

London area. 


September - Although a few places bordering the Humber had only about 
half their usual rainfall, monthly totals were mostly above average, 
exceeding 150 per cent in some districts. A few places on the Kent coast 
had more than 300 per cent of the normal and Southampton had its wettest 
day of the century on the 13th. Heavy rain on the 13th/14th and the 26th/ 
27th accounted for much of the excess rain in southern England. There were 
also wet days in the north. 


October - The unsettled weather of September continued into early 
October. At Pickering (North Yorkshire) 35 mm fell during a thunderstorm 
in 1 hour 40 minutes from 2320 GMT on the 2nd, a fall classified as 
‘noteworthy’. Although rain or showers continued to fall at times, monthly 
rainfall totals were below average in all districts. Many areas had less 
than half their normal October rainfall and some eastern and central 
southern districts had less than a quarter. 


November - Rainfall was above average over much of the western side 

of Scotland and in some coastal districts of England and Wales. Although 
rain fell from time to time, monthly totals elsewhere were generally below 
average. Some widely separated areas in England had less than half their 
normal rainfall. 


December - The month started wet, with a number of places in England 
and Wales recording amounts exceeding 50 mm on the ‘rainfall day’ of the 
1st: a fall of 99.5 mm in 18 hours at Moel Cynnedd in the mountains of 

mid Wales was one of several ‘remarkable’ falls. Monthly totals continued 
to be below average in almost all districts, however, and many places in 
Devon and Cornwall, Northern Ireland and eastern Scotland had only about 
a quarter of their usual December rainfall.

THUNDER 


Although thunder was reported in all months, thunderstorms were scattered 
and infrequent from January to April. They occurred slightly more often 

in May and June and were occasionally severe. Thunderstorms with accumula- 
tions of hail to level depths of about 10 cm affected the Devon villages 

of Chulmleigh and Chawleigh on 23 May, and on 16 June a thunderstorm with 
torrential rain and hail occurred in the Midhurst (West Sussex) area. 

Thundery activity increased in July and the storms were particularly violent 

in north and east England and in the Midlands, where hailstones measuring 

at least 3 to 4.cm were reported August was also thundery, and on the 

evening of the 14th a storm with exceptionally heavy rain and hail in 

north-west London caused severe flooding: one man was drowned, two people 
were struck by lightning, public services were disrupted and damage to 

property was considerable. The remaining months were less thundery, although 
showers and thunderstorms between 10 and 12 September brought the first 
significant rain for several weeks to parts of southern England. Isolated 
thunderstorms occurred during October and November and thunder was reported 
in the north of Scotland at the end of December. 


SNOW AND SLEET 


Days of snow falling during January were about average over the mountains 
of Scotland, but were below average elsewhere. In February there were 
considerably fewer occurrences of snow than normal, but in March the number 
of days was generally about average, although some eastern and southern 
areas had rather more than usual. Snow fell over Easter and in almost all 
areas during the first part of April. There were snow showers at the end 

of the month. Isolated falls of snow or sleet, mostly in the north, were 
reported in May and a notable feature of the weather in June was the 
occurrence of snow as far south as the London area on the 2nd. Snow still 
lay in sheltered areas on the upper slopes of the Scottish mountains in 

July and August. Although falls of snow were reported on high ground in 
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Scotland at the end of September, snowfall was minimal in October. 
Occurrences were about average in November, but were much less than usual ; 
in December. 


January - Most of the month's snow fell on high ground in the north 
during the last 10 days, although snow was reported farther south on the 
28th. Rapid thaws often followed snowfall and many areas escaped snow 
altogether. 


February - Some snow fell around mid month, mostly over high ground in 
Scotland and Wales, but many places had no snow at all and it lay onlyon 
the upper slopes of the Scottish mountains. 


March - Showers of snow or sleet occurred around mid month and in the 
last week, particularly over Easter. The snow did not lie for long at low 
levels and no exceptional depths were reported. 


April - Most districts had snow or sleet during the first 10 days of 

the month and snowfall was sometimes prolonged. Blizzards swept the 
Cairngorms on the 8th, main roads in north-east Scotland were blocked by 
snow, and public services were affected. High winds made snow depths 
difficult to measure, but depths exceeding 30 cm in undrifted snow were 
reported in the Grampians on the 8th and 9th: Glenmore Lodge (Highland 
Region) measured a depth of 47 cm in level snow on the 8th. Kent was also 
affected by snow and an undrifted depth of 15 cm was measured at Doddington 
on the 9th. Snow showers were reported at the end of the month. 


May - Isolated falls of snow or sleet occurred in northern districts 
and on Dartmoor. Snow lay throughout the month on the higher slopes of the 
Scottish mountains. 


June - Moderate falls of snow occurred over high ground in the north 

on the 2nd and scattered snow and sleet showers were reported in the 
Midlands, East Anglia and the London area - the first time since July 

1888 that snow and sleet have been observed as widely so far south in 

summer. Snow lying on high ground in Scotland thawed as the month advanced, 
although large areas of snow remained in the Cairngorms. 


July and August - In spite of the warm weather, fairly large snowfields 
were still observed down to about 900 m in east-facing corries in the 
Grampians in August. 


September - Snow fell on the higher slopes of the mountains in 
Scotland towards the end of the month and the Press reported heavy falls 
in the Cairngorms. 


October - Absence of snowfall was a marked feature of this month. 
There were one or two isolated reports of snow or sleet in Scotland, but 
most places had no snow at all. 


November - Snow or sleet fell around mid month and during the last 
week in the Welsh mountains and in northern districts. A depth of 18cm 
was measured in undrifted snow in the Grampians. There were also slight 
falls in Devon towards the end of the month. 


December - Showers of snow or sleet continued to occur from time to 

time in northern districts and on high ground in Wales. Undrifted depths 

of 7-15 cm were measured in the Scottish mountains and snow lay on upland 
slopes, but in England there was very little snow south of the Pennines. 


SUNSHINE 


Only ina few places were sunshine totals for the year a little below 

average; elsewhere they generally exceeded the normal by about 10 per 

cent, but in some northern and western districts annual values were 

between 110 and 130 per cent of average. In Northern Ireland, where 

sunshine was below the normal in only three months of the year, 1975 was 

one of the sunniest years on record. April was the only month when 

sunshine totals were below average in all areas, but most districts had 

less sunshine than usual in January. Sunny areas contrasted sharply with 

dull ones in February and totals were above normal in northern districts 

in March and May. The combined May and June total at Paisley (Strathclyde) 
was the highest since records began there in 1885 and monthly totals were 
above average almost everywhere during the summer months of June to August. 
Only the summer of 1911 was sunnier this century in England and Wales, and 
Manchester had its sunniest summer since 1877. September and November were 
quite sunny, but amounts were rather variable in the remaining months of 
October and December. 


January - Monthly sunshine totals were mostly below average, particularly 

in parts of western Scotland and in the Borders, where it was the dullest 
January in some places for over 50 years. Shetland and north-eastern coasts 
of England and Scotland were sunnier, however, a few places recording about 
150 per cent of average. 


February - Parts of central and north-eastern England and the area 
around the Firth of Tay had less than 50 per cent of average sunshine, but 
some other districts were very sunny, particularly in the far north. 
Baltasound (Shetland) with 192 per cent of average, had its sunniest 
February since records began in 1907. 


March - Northern districts and Cornwall had the most sunshine. It was 
the sunniest March in Northern Ireland since 1955, but parts of south- 


eastern England and Essex had only about half their normal sunshine for 
the month. 





April - Sunshine was below average almost everywhere, with monthly 
totals mostly between 70 and 100 per cent of normal. The dullest districts 
were in the extreme north: at Wick (Highland Region) and Kirkwall (Orkney) 
it was the dullest April since their records began in 1945 and 1947 
respectively. The month was not uniformly dull, however, and sunny spells 
occurred in southern England during the last week. 


May - The sunniest districts were in the north and west of Great 
Britain. In Northern Ireland it was the sunniest May since 1946 and in 
several places in Scotland for about 50 years. South-east England, witn 
about 80 per cent of average, was the dullest area. 


June - Monthly sunshine totals were mostly between 125 and 150 per cent 
of normal. In many parts of Scotland this was the sunniest June since 1957, 
in Northern Ireland since 1960 and in central London since records began 
in 1929. 


July - Although parts of eastern and northern Scotland had a little 

less sunshine than normal and Lerwick (Shetland) with 79 per cent of 
average had its dullest July since 1962, monthly sunshine totals were 
generally between 100 and 130 per cent of normal. Central and southern 
districts of England had long sunny periods towards the end of the month. 


August - Most districts had a sunny month, with totals exceeding 150 

per cent of average in the north Midlands and in parts of north-east England 
and eastern Scotland. Sunny days were frequent in many places and Braemar 
(Grampian Region) with 170 per cent of average had its sunniest August 
since 1947. 


September - Parts of Scotland had less sunshine than usual, but in 
almost all other districts monthly totals were between 100 and 120 per 
cent of average. The sunniest places were in the north Midlands and in 
Merseyside. 


October - Monthly sunshine totals were above average in Wales, most 
of England and northern Scotland, but some places in western Scotland 
had only about 60 per cent of their normal October sunshine. 


November - Except in Cornwall, western counties of Northern Ireland 
and north-west Scotland, monthly sunshine totals were above «verage, 
exceeding 150 per cent of the normal in parts of England. Liverpool/Speke 
Airport, with nearly 95 hours of sunshine, had 188 per cent of the average 
there. 


December - Sunshine was very variable and there were sharp contrasts 
between amounts recorded in many districts. In Scotland a few places in the 
central lowlands had more than 160 per cent of their average, but the 
north-west and north were dull. Kirkwall (Orkney) with 11 hours had only 
47 per cent of the normal there. 


The following table gives monthly and annual general values of sunshine 
expressed as percentages of the corresponding 1941-70 averages for 
(a) England and Wales (b) Scotland and (c) Northern Ireland.

FOG 


Overnight fog developed in inland districts from time to time throughout 

the year, but was less frequent from mid March to mid October. During 

the winter months fog was sometimes dense, freezing and persistent, chiefly 
in the eastern half of England and in the central lowlands of Scotland. 

Fog which formed along coasts and on hills during the year was sometimes 
accompanied by precipitation and was also slow to clear on occasions. 


January - The month as a whole was not foggy, although fog formed from 
the Midlands northwards on the 18th, becoming dense and freezing in the 
Glasgow area, where it lasted well into the 19th. Fog also formed on coasts 
and hills from time to time. 


February - Except in Northern Ireland, overnight fog occurred frequently 
and was dense and freezing at times, sometimes persisting all day in parts 
of north-east England and in the Moray Firth area. Fog was particularly 
widespread in England and Scotland on the 10th. 


March - Fog was reported along coasts and on hills in the first week and 
overnight fog occasionally developed inland during the first 10 days, 
becoming widespread, dense and freezing in central, eastern and northern 
England and in southern Scotland on the 1st, 4th and 5th. The rest of the 
month was not foggy. 


April - Overnight fog patches occasionally formed inland, but coastal 
and hill fog occurred more frequently. 


May - Fog formed along coasts and on hills from time to time during the 
first two weeks and fog patches very occasionally developed inland. The 
second half of the month was not foggy. 


June - Except during the first few days, fog was reported at times on 
coasts and hills. Occasional overnight fog patches which formed inland 
soon dispersed. 


July - During the first three weeks and also towards the end of the 

month, fog, sometimes accompanied by precipitation, formed along western 
coasts and on northern Scottish coasts. Fog became widespread for a short 
time in the Midlands and eastern England on the 9th. 


August - Patches of overnight fog were occasionally dense locally, 
but generally cleared quite quickly. Coastal fog was sometimes slow to 
clear along eastern shores of England and Scotland and in Shetland. 


September - Coastal fog, often associated with precipitation, 
occasionally occurred in Scotland and was sometimes persistent in the 
north. Patches of overnight fog inland usually cleared quickly. 


October - Patches of fog occasionally developed at night during the 
first half of the month, but fog occurred much more frequently from the 
16th onwards. It was very slow to clear in the Forth and Clyde valleys 
on the 17th and 18th and on several days in eastern England. 


November - Overnight fog patches formed fairly frequently in inland 
districts, usually clearing around dawn, but dense and freezing fog 

persisted in central, east and south-east England on several occasions 

and was widespread over much of England and Wales around mid month. Fog 
on coasts and hills was sometimes extensive and was often associated with 
precipitation. 


December - Fog occurred from time to time during the first three weeks 
and was occasionally dense and slow to clear. Freezing fog persisted in 
the Midlands, East Anglia and southern England on the 15th and 16th, but 
fog was seldom reported anywhere after the 21st. 


MISCELLANEOUS PHENOMENA 


Whirlwinds and tornadoes causing structural damage were reported from time 
to time. Several villages in the east Midlands were struck by whirlwinds 

on 12 January, and a very violent whirlwind was observed on 18 July near 
St Boswells (Borders Region). A tornado reported near Coventry (Warwickshire) 
on 5 August blew three aircraft about at Coventry Airport and five major 











roads into the city were blocked by fallen trees. On 14 September a 
whirlwind caused extensive damage to greenhouses and crops at Barnham 
(West Sussex). Funnel clouds were also observed: on 9 March near 
Honington (Suffolk) and off the coast of Alderney on 30 May, 10 September 
and 15 October. Waterspouts were seen over the Irish Sea on 11 September. 


Observers in Scotland reported the aurora on 92 nights.
